After the market closed, the Commodity Exchange Au- 
ority was ordered to investigate trading in wheat, corn) 
and soybean futures which broke sharply Tuesday in Chicag 
after several weeks of decline.

In Chicago principal commodi- 
ties were higher. Their gains from 
Tuesday’s close in the futures mar- 
ket included wheat, 1% to 4% 
cents; corn, 3% to 6% cents; oats, 
2% to 2% cents; rye, 7 cents; soy- 
beans, 2 to 4% cents (all per 
bushel), and lard 85 cents to $1.05 
per hundred pounds. 

In New York futures markets 
these commodities closed higher: 
eocoa, cotton, rawhide, coffee, 
wool and rubber. But sugar was 


slightly lower.

6,000 Isolated as Winds 
Pile New Drifts in West 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS ‘ 
Icy winds up to 50 miles an hour piled new drifts yester- 
day on the snow-jammed Western Plains where more than 
6,000 stalled travelers faced mounting hardships. 


In contrast, Big Piney, Wyo., hit 
a low of minus 36 degrees before 
a sharp daytime recovery. But a 
swirling cold pocket drove South 
toward northern Nebraska where 
the Weather Bureau predicted 10 
below zero as 50-mile North winds 
hit that section. 

The Wind—there was very little 
new snow—hit North and South 
Dakota shortly after reaching a 50- 
mile velocity at Sinclair, Wyo. 
Virtually all roads plowed open 
earlier were sealed by blown 
snow. 

Agriculture officials and cattle- 
men said the new crisis foreboded 
heavy future losses in animals as 
hay stocks dwindled and it be- 
came impossible to replenish or 
distribut. them. 

Most of the stranded passengers 
were locked in Wyoming. Of 38 
trains which the Union Pacific 
Railroad reported stalled, 28, with 
4,000 persons aboard, were im- 
mobilized by drifts up to 18 feet 
high in this State. The other ten 
trains were held up in Nebraska, 
Utah and Idaho.

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Mad Marksman Shoots Up’ 
Downtown Dallas Street 


DALLAS, Texas—(AP)—A berserk gunman poured pistol 
fire into a busy downtown intersection for 20 minutes yester- 
day, critically wounding a postman and hitting a Negro boy. 
Police captured him after firing two shots into the YMCA, 


where he had barricaded himself. 
Theodore Thornton, 40, a postman, was shot through the 
temple. Willie Rainbolt, 16, a Negro delivery boy, was shot 


through the leg. 

Police identified the marksman 
as Charles A. Gordon, 28, Ma- 
deria, Calif., an employee of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Company in Dallas. Capt. Will 
Fritz, of the Police Department, 
said Gordon declined to discuss 
the shooting. 

They found 500 rounds of am- 
munition in his room. 

The police went to his door and 
fired two shots through it. They 
commanded him to come out with 
his hands up. , 

“T’ll come out with my hands 
up,” he echoed. 

He did. 

The spray of gunfire from his 
gun had stopped traffic and ter- 
rified pedestrians. 

From his sixth floor YMCA 
room, a corner of Dallas’ down- 
town Post Office wags in his line 
of fire.

Of Accrediting

The University System of Geor- 
gia is threatened with losing its 
accreditation because of lack of 


‘funds, it was disclosed yesterday 


at a meeting of the Board of 
Regents. 

“Unless we can make up an 
allocation reduction of $1,228,531, 
we will be forced to discharge 
between 240 and 250 teachers in 
the University System,” Chancel- 
lor Harmon W. Caldwell told the 
regents. 

He said the‘discharge of these 
teachers would mean “almost cer- 
tain loss of accredited standing.” 
He also reported the Southern As- 
sociation of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools, the accrediting associ- 
ation, had notified him “our li- 
brary facilities are so inadequate 
we may get kicked out because of 
that.” 

Immediately after the meeting, 
the Regents called in a body on 
Gov. Talmadge, who told them he 
was very “sympathetic” but money 
was not available to make up the 
deficit at this time. He expressed 
hope that such funds could be 
raised. 

The situation came to light when 
the Regents were asked to consider 
allocations for the various units 
of the University System for the 
1949-50 fiscal year. The proposed 
allocation based on state appropri-

The provision thus 
permitted newspapers to retract, 
correct and apologize for honest 
mistakes, without being liable to 
suit for punitive damages. 

Such retraction made news- 
papers liable only for actual and 
provable dafhages.

Education 
Bill Redratt

A new Minimum Founda- 
tion for Education bill was 
approved by the Senate Edu- 
cation Committee yesterday. 

The bill is a redraft of the 
orginial bill, eliminating eight 
of 10 amendments which the 
House of Representatives had 
added. 


Two of the eliminated amend- 
ments involved the controversial 
one earmarking funds for the 
State Vocational Education plan 
and in which $6,000,000 had been 
set aside for the school bus trans- 


Embodied in the new bill, how- 
ever, are two House amendments 
which the educators themselves 
had sponsored. One such amend- 
‘ment eliminated the $2,400 teacher 
salary minimum. The other pro- 
vided that the act, if passed, 
would, not be placed in operation 
until funds had been created sup- 
porting it. : 

The substitute- measure was 
presented to the committee, in a 
public hearing, by Roy Harris, for- 
mer Speaker of the House, who 
now is attorney for the Georgia 
Education Association. 

Controversy arose over the 
amendments regarding vocational 
education and funds for the trans- 
portation of school children. Lead- 
er of the group seeking clarifica- 
tion on why the educators opposed 
earmarking funds for these groups 
was Sen. Walter Harrison, of Jen- 
kins County. 

Harrison asked Harris if it were 
not true that “the school bus and 
vocational education boys are get- 
ting brushoffs by this new bill?” 

Harris’s reply was that all 
groups would be fairly dealt with 
under the new act which, he main- 
tained, leaves control of school 
affairs in the hands of the various 
county school boards. 

He held that under the act, as 
amended by the Legislature, there 
was danger on centralization of 
school] control in the Capitol.

ations is $5,119,063, a reduction of 
$1,228,531 from last year. In addi- 
tion, the Board anticipates a drop 
in the veteran enrollment of one- 
third, which will mean a great loss 
in fees. 

Consideration of the proposed al- 
location was postponed until a 
called meeting to be held later this 
month. Immediate action is neces- 
sary, the Regents said, because the 
teachers whose contracts they will 
have to terminate must receive 90 
days’ notice. 

The Regents unanimously re- 
elected Chancellor Caldwell for 
the 1949-50 school year, re-elected 
the heads of the various units with 
the exceptions of GSWC and North 
Georgia College, and confirmed 
the current faculty and staff ap- 
pointments. Both GSWC and NGC 
now have acting presidents, and 
election of the heads of these insti- 
tutions was postponed until the 
next meeting. 

An appeal to the Regents to 
sponsor a measure in the General 
Assembly calling for the collection 
of am architect’s fee for a building 
on the University of Georgia cam- 
pus was turned down. Plans for 
the building were drawn for trus- 
tees of the War Memorial Fund, 
who never paid the $12,002 fee. 
No contract was made directly 
with the University or the Regents, 
and they reported they could not 
assume a legal responsibility for 
payment of the claim.

ing appropriations for vocational 
education, Harrison asked just 
what was the root of trouble be- 
tween the opposing factions re- 
garding vocational education. 


Harris said it had taken him a 
month to find out the answer to 
this. He said it simply was that 
the vocational education faction 
wanted {fo create two separate edu- 
cational systems in Georgia. 


Harris described as “most dan- 
gerous” the House amendment re- 
garding the independent school 
systems. This amendment placed 
the independent systems an an 
equal appropriation footing with 
the counties in which they were 
located. 


Harris said under this amend- 
ment the independent systems (lo- 
cated largely in the cities) would 
receive increases in the neighbor- 
hood of 150 percent, whereas the 
average county increase is around 
50 percent.

Iris 
Blitch, of Clinch County, Chair- 
man of the Properties Committee;

of Hancock, and Vaughn Terrell, 
of Floyd. 

The Authority would consist of 
five members, the State Parks Di- 
rector as Chairman, and four mem- 
bers to be named by the Gover- 
nor. Their terms would be for 
eight years, staggered. Only meth- 
od of removal would be by a suit 
brought by the Attorney General 
in the Superior Court of Fulton 
County. 

In giving the Authority power to 
sublease lots to private citizens in 
an effort to raise funds to make 
the park self-supporting, the bill 
provides that not more than one 
third of the island shall be leased. 
At least ‘one-fourth of these lots 
shall be, roughly, one acre in sizé. 
No such lot shall lie within 500 
feet of the high-water line on the 
beach of the island. The leases 
shall be for not more than 50 years.

To Protect Georgia Farmers 


their money back if the seed failed to live 


Our astute political editor, M. L. St. 
John, says that despite the preponderance 
of farmers in the General Assembly only 


one major farm bill has come before that 


body this session. 

It is a measure to amend the pure seed 
law to protect Georgia farmers from fly- 
by-night salesmen of worthless seed. 

There can never be any accurate esti- 
mate of the number of farmers in the 
State who have been defrauded by such 
seed. But Georgia has been a favorite 
haunt of these salesmen for years. 

Most other States have laws to protect 
their farmers from purveyors of sub- 
standard seed. It is time Georgia had one. 

The bill before the General Assembly 
is sponsored by Reps. Ralph Collier, of 
Oglethorpe, and Leon Baughman, of 
Early. It would require itinerant seed 
salesmen to post bond with the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture so farmers could get 


up to the salesman’s claims. And, ob- 
viously, if the profit is taken out of sell- 


ing poor or worthless seed, the practice 


will be reduced to a minimum, if not elim- 
inated entirely. 

Georgia farmers have been slow to ac- 
cept hybrid seed and improved varieties 
that mean greater yields. Much of that 
reluctance can be traced to the frauds 
perpetrated upon so many farmers by un- 
i. 5m peddlers. Disappointed and 
embarrassed at the failure of seed pur- 
chased from a glib salesman, the farmer 
resolves to be more cautious next time. 

And who can blame him if that ex- 
perience makes him look with skepticism 
upon the legitimate claims made for im- 
proved seed that really will mean more 
money in his pocket?

"eal The Man Who 
Got 15 Years 


In the story of the Soviet conviction of Car- 
dinal Mindszenty in Hungary, a trial typical of 
the Communist methods in-that there was never 

any chance nor intent of acquittal, was a tag-paragraph which said 
that Prince Paul Esterhazy was sentenced to 15 years. 


The Esterhazy name is familiar to anyone who has read or 
studied the story of Hungary. Top family of the six or seven which 
ruled Hungary for generations before the first great war, and which 
retained much of its glamor until the second, their careers help 
explain the present firm grip of the Communists on Hungary, 
ome as they are by some 40,000 Soviet-disciplined and officered 

oops. 

There are many legends about the Esterhazy family. 

Their splendor in the old days was beyond belief. Haydn. and 
Schubert, as well as mistresses, dancers, artists were supported by 
them through most of their careers. The feudal noblemen were 
for centuries the supreme power. Their costumes were decorated 
lavishly with jewels. Special trains, riotous living, gambling, 
women—all these were in the pattern of Hungary as destiny spun 
the wheel and 1914 came on. 


Esterhazy was one of the last. 

Following that war the Communists for a time held 
Hungary and lost it. There was a peasant party in power for a 
while, but it was corrupted. 


When the second World War came on an estimated one-third of 
all the arable land in the small country still was held by 980 men. 
A sixth of all the land was held by about 1,200 men. Small holders 
held some land but out of Hungary’s total population of 8,600,000 
there were about 2,000,000 peasants who owned no land at all. In 
all the world, unless it might have been Poland, there was no 
landless group proportionately as large as that in Hungary. 

It was this cancer which slowly ate away the great, nationalist 
spirit of Hungary. It was this disease which paved the way for the 
immediate establishment of a Communist front government in 
Hungary. True, the Soviets had driven the Germans out and ae- 
tually held the country. But, they would have met with the same 
nationalist resistance they encountered in Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia 
and Yugoslavia, where Tito still holds out, had it not been for the 
fact that they offered land reform in tangible form and attracted 
to them the men who produce the food—the background of any 


revolution. 

L and The Soviets broke up the large feudal estates. There were 
complaints for a while, now inarticulate, that they had 

done a bad job of it; that the plots of land were too small. Yet it 

was land and the peasants had it. It was this factor which ended 

the strongest nationalism in all Europe. 

The Soviets had a long time to work at it. After Munich, in 
1938, the Hungarians got back their lost Slovak territory, taken away 
by the Treaty of Versailles. In 1939 Germany gave them back their 
former territory in Ruthenia, and thus were brought in juncture 
with Poland. That was in March. In September Poland disap- 
peared and the Soviets were on their border. 

For a while, as the Nazis triumphed, Hungary flourished. But, 
the end came. 

Since 1944 Soviet armtes have been on her soil. Their taking 
of Budapest was one of the epics of that year. 

War That the Soviets would find the Catholic Church in their 

way was inevitable. None can say but that the church re- 
sisted courageously. Cardinal Mindszenty was especially bold and 
fearless in publicly opposing the measures of the Soviets which 
whittled down the freedom of his church. That the Soviets should 
call this treason is their method and only the witless will entertain 
any idea that the trial was one of justice or equity. Cardinal 
Mindszenty never evaded the issue. He was guilty of opposing the 
Communist tyranny. He said so. But he never opposed the people. 
This they will learn. Most of them are Catholic. 

In 1938 the following religions were recognized: Roman Catholics, 
64 percent of the population; Calvinist Protestants, 20 percent; 
Lutheran Protestants, 6.1 percent; Jews, 5 percent; Greek Ortho- 
dox, 2.3 percent, and smaller Unitarian, Baptist, Arménian and 
Moslem groups. 

The issue is more sharply drawn. The Catholic peoples of the 
Soviet-dominated countries of Middle Europe now know the future 
of their church. So do those of other faiths. 

The issue is plain, as it long has been. 

We are gaining in Europe. Cardinal Mindszenty may become 
more useful to his church and to the free world by his conviction— 
infamously arrived at—than he was while free. A lot depends on 
how well we carry on in Europe. .

‘You Just Can't Tell Them the Truth!’ 


“And I say, ‘Yes, our State of Georgia will do everything possible for your child.’ ... and then, 
inwardly, I curse myself for being a liar. But what else can you tell them? The truth: That their 
beloved State of Georgia doesn’t give a tinker’s damn about restoring their child to its right mind?” 


That is a quotation from the most powerful 
editorial ever written in the present move for 
the Georgia Legislature to provide adequate care 
for Georgia’s mental patients. It is not really 
an editorial, in the sense that it is published in a 
newspaper—because this is its first publication. 
It is a poignant letter from a man who has spent 
the past 12 years sending friends into the Mill- 
edgeville State Hospital as patients—and know- 
ing that they are virtually doomed. 

A Georgia Ordinary has written this letter 
to members of the General Assembly’s Sana- 
torium Committee. With all the heart-rending 
frankness! that Georgians and their Represente- 
tives should face, here is the letter: 


“Have you ever had to call a close per- 
sonal friend a ‘lunatic’, or designate as 
‘lunatic’ the mother, father, son or sister 
of a good citizen and friend? Have you 
ever had to issue to the sheriff a ‘Lunacy 
W. t? against a friend or the mother, 
brother or other loved one of some good 
citizen? I have had to do this about once 
a month — past 12 years. It isn’t

“Without question the commitment procedure 
and terminology in regard to patients to be sent 
to the Milledgeville State Hospital should be 
radically changed.

thing humanly possible to restore him or her to 
health again.’ 

“And I say, *Yes, our State of Georgia will 
do everything possible for your child.’ ... and 
then, inwardly, I curse myself for being a liar. 
But what else can you tell them? The truth: 
That their beloved State of Georgia doesn’t seem 
to give a‘tinker’s damn about restoring their 
child to its right mind? That our great State is 
willing to allow only 92 cents a day to take care 
of our mentally sick—including food, shelter, 
heat, nursing and medical care—everything? 
That their child will not have good medical 
care down there, nor good nursing care, nor 
proper clothing nor proper food? Great jump- 
ing catfish, you just don’t tell them the truth! 

“They trust their State—what irony—for 
their State doesn’t really seem to care.” 


The Legislature has before it the biggest 
spending proposal in history. The major item 
is improving education. Another proposal is to 
develop the State docks. These are of vital im- 
portance to Georgia’s future. 

Even more important than these is the need 
for Georgia to put the Miliedgeville State Hos- 
pital in good shape—even if it means going 
into debt to do it. 


Marshal Tito and the West 


BELGRADE—tThere are important signs here that a new era 
will shortly open in Marshal Tito’s foreign policy. Having broken 
irrevocably with the Kremlin, he cannot permanently remain in 
total isolation, suspended like Mahomet’s coffin between the Soviet 
and Western world. And since he cannot return to his old friends 
in the East without literally imperiling his neck, it is logical that 
Marshal Tito should begin to think about making new friends in, 
the West. 

As long ago as last Summer, leading Yugoslavs informed Amer- 
ican and British officials that their country would need help to 
maintain its independence. But this was done almost conspira- 
torially, with many pleas that Washington and London should not 
“embarrass” Marshal Tito by showing open friendship. In the 
interval, it has been American and British policy to give Mar- 
shal Tito the minimum essentials to keep his country going. But 
now we may have an opportunity to abandon this hole-and-corner 
system and to establish businesslike, straightforward, genuinely 
friendly relations. 


. The wisest diplomacy will be. needed, if the op- 
Diplomacy portunity is to be successfully seized. In pre- 
vious reports in this space, the flavor of a successful religious 
heresy in Yugoslavia’s declaration of national independence has 
already been emphasized. And as with all bands of heretics, the 
Yugoslav leaders differ widely among themselves in the lengths 
they go in rejecting their former faith. , 

Specifically there are some, like the Vice Premier, Eduard 
Kardelj, and the chief state planner, Boris Kidric, who still be- 
lieve the Kremlin propaganda about ‘American imperialism,” even 
after their own casting out, with bell, book and candle, by the 
Kremlin’s Cominform. 

On the other hand, the majority of Yugoslav leaders, including 
Marshal Tito himself; his chief political theorist, Moshe Piade; 
his powerful Interior Minister, Aleksander Rankovic, and his for- 
eign policy technician, Ales Bebler, appear to be far more realistic. 
Attitude There have even been public indications that this 

realistically-minded majority is abandoning the hos- 
tility toward the West which Yugoslavia originally adopted as a 
good Soviet satellite. For instance, Piade, in a recent speech, went 
out of his way to point out that Tito’s partisans had been recog- 
nized sooner and helped far more generously by America and 
Britain than by Russia. The realists must still carry along with 
them their more superstitious and suspicious brethren, however. 
In the face of the Kremlin’s constant efforts to subvert Tito, Yugo- 
slav unity must be maintained at all costs. 

In these circumstances, American diplomacy has been indecisive 
to the point of neurotic incompetence. Our able Ambassador here, 
Cavendish Cannon, has done much to prepare for a new relation- 
ship, and above all to convince the Yugoslavs on the all-important 


point that we do not wish to interfere with their internal affairs. - 


But what Cannon has done he has done on his own hook, with- 
out any clear policy instructions. 

Again, as when we released oil ships to Tita at Trieste, certain 
American aid has been extended to the Yugoslav state. But at 
the same time, America has been refusing many Yugoslav export 
licences, and requiring Britain and other Marshall aid countries 
to do the same. This is being done on the rule applied to the still 
faithful Soviet satellites, that they cannot be permitted to buy 
equipment which may assist Russian rearmament. Yet a bullet 
sold to Yugoslavia today is only likely to find its way to Russia 
by being shot into a Russian’s head. And in the present state of 
nervous suspicion in Belgrade, all Yugoslavs take these American 
refusals of export licences as clear evidence of hostility. 


Course If better relations with Yugoslavia are desired, the first 

step must be to clear the ground by halting this sort 
of fiddle-faddle. This will give politica] realists here their chance. 
Then, if Marshal Tito chooses to take this chance, genuinely close 
relations may be established. Existing political frictions, such as 
that arising from the situation on the Greek frontier, may be re- 
moved. And Yugoslavia may be offered the all-important means for 
building up her strength, improving her people’s well-being, and 
giving solidity and permanence to her new independence. 

If Yugoslavia is associated: with the other nations that are 
united against Soviet aggression, it will be the wors# blow to Krem- 
lin policy since the Marshall Plan. An invaluable strategic outpost 
in thé Balkans, protection for the Adriatic and the approaches to 
North Italy, insulation for an independent Greece, and important 


supplies of such scarce raw materials as lead will be the prac-. 


tical Yugoslav contributions. 

Far more significant, however, will be another contribution— 
the impact of Marshal Tito’s bold heresy of popular Communism on 
the whole Soviet sphere, if Yugoslavia grows strong and pros- 
perous in rebellious freedom. Tito is still a dictator. But all sides 
will benefit from a new relationship with him. And common 
interest still remains the best basis for international friendship.

How attitudes have changed in Congress to- 
ward Government reorganization is demonstrated 
by what happened only a few years back. When 
the late President Roosevelt recommended the 
same sort of thing he was cried doWn as “a 
dictator” and the most absurd and ridiculous 
things were said and written. 

This present move is of Republican origin. 
It was part of the party’s efficiency and economy 
program in the Ejightieth Congress. It was car- 
ried out in a resolution sponsored jointly by 
Sen. Lodge, Republican, Massachusetts, and Rep. 
Brown, Republican, Ohio, which authorized Presi- 
dent Truman to appoint a special commission for 
a study and report to Congress. This report is 
now being submitted to Congress in sections. 

President Truman accepted the Republican 
move gratefully and as chairman of the com- 
mission selected Herbert Hoover, who not only 
was thoroughly familiar with the administrative 
setup and problems of the executive branch of 
the Government in which he served for a dozen 
years, lastly as President, but also was an ex- 
pert in administration. 

In scrutinizing the bill delegating wide pow- 
ers to the President, Congress properly is raising 
some questions about some of the Hoover com- 
mission’s recommendations. The House recog- 
nized an objection always raised against all- 
inclusive plans of consolidation by exempting 
certain independent commissions and agencies, 
among them the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, from the general power imposed in the 
President to put them in regular departments un-

der Cabinet officers. The way was left open for 
Congress to consider separately how some of 
these should be treated. 


This may seem trivial and minor, but it 
isn’t. These two and a number of others are 
not executive agencies, but arms of Con- 
gress. They were created by Congress, as 
representatives of the people, to carry out 
functions of Congress that have become too 
complicated for Congress to handle directly 
—the Interstate Commerce Commission to fix 
railroad rates, the SEC to regulate stock ex- 
changes and security markets, for example. 
There are others in thé same category that 
were not exempted by the House, such as 
the Federal Trade Commission, the U. S. 
Tariff Commission, the Federal Power Com- 
mission, among others. 


There are persuasive arguments on the ground 
of administration to put them under regular de- 
partments, but these seem outweighed by the 
character of their functions as specified by Con- 
gress. Some of these commissions have done 
notable work through the years in exposing and 
checking practices contrary to the public inter- 
est, and sometimes with political repercussions 
not helpful to the party in power. 


Efforts have been ¢made to, hamper them 
either by pressure or by “packing” them. . They 
should .be kept as independent agencies repre- 
senting the public, as Congress meant them to be, 
and not placed in a position where they could 
be subject to political pressure from higher up, 


, vile pro-Soviet propaganda.

Embalming Law Needed 


Editor Constitution: I was reading a somewhat 
humorous article of a city ordinance in Jackson- 
ville prohibiting the display of live humans in 
caskets and at the same time I wondered what 
is going to become of the funeral profession, 
especially here in Georgia. The profession has 
too often been ‘referred to as a “racket” or 
“cheat.” These unjust accusations are due to the 
conduct of charlatans in the profession who flour- 
ish in Georgia. 

l am a licensed mortician like hundreds of 
others in this State, and I think that we do not 
have adequate protection against charlatans in 
the funeral profession through State statutes. 
Anyone in Georgia who is financially able can 
operate a funeral home, maintain a morgue and 
hold himself out as an “undertaker” without any 
knowledge of preparatory subjects in mortuary 
science. I have been called many times by such 
“pretenders” to come and embalm bodies in the 
morgues of their establishments. What they 
called their morgues were simply dark, moist, 
half-ventilated, filthy disease-breeding closets 
with a dead human lying on almost anything 
for an operating table. These same pretenders 
expect a licensed embalmer .o work amidst such 
conditions for a fee smaller than the amount they 
charge clients for the embalming. 


Georgia badly needs a law prohibiting the 
embalming of human bodies outside the morgues 
of licensed morticians and we, as licensed morti- 
cians, should be more ethical than to co-operate 
with charlatans. THOMAS J. JONES.

Editor Constitution: At a district workshop 
forum in Gainesville conducted by one of the 
Protestant communions, the consensus of opinion 
was that Negroes get too much publicity for their 
misdeeds and practically none for their construc- 
tive efforts. ° 

Happily, the American Red Cross, which 
builds good will through excellent publicity, has 
given credit to the Negroes of Monroe, La., for 
meritorious service in the 1948 fund campaign. 


In the January bulletin, “Service In the South- 
eastern Area,” is a grand story on Negro partici- 
pation in Red Cross work, illustrated by a two- 
column news cut. An organization was set up 
through the Negro Chamber of Commerce follow- 
ing a request by the local chapter for fuller cam- 
paign participation by Negroes. 

As a result “the Negro division accepted a goal 
double that of any previous year, but through 
organizing, publicity and some diligent and 
thorough coverage, oversubscribed their quota by 
124 percent.” 7 

My observation over a long period of inter- 
racial work has been that Negroes respond with 
the same measure of loyalty as other races when 
given posts of responsibility. Not until more 
Negroes are made to feel that they are a basic 


part of a free commonwealth endowed with the 
obligations and responsibilities of citizenship will 


our racial problems be solved. We have a com- 

mon goal, that of living in harmony and peace 

with all mankind.

A year ago Congress wrote specifically into 
the European Recovery law a clause saying Paul 
Hoffman and Company couldn’t buy any meat 
here for shipment to Europe if that had any 
tendency to raise the price of sirloin at home. 
So he bought umpteen million pounds of beef 
in Argentina. Another -Federal outfit bought 
75,000,000 pounds more in Mexico. 

Now they’re catching Ned from the Senators 
on the Agriculture Committee for not buying 


_ their @neat at home and thereby holding up the 


price of same. That isn’t all. 

Another senatorial committee, which ordi- 
narily worries about banking and currency, — 
has taken notice of the housewives’ plaint 
that she hasn’t observed in the grocery any 
particular evidence of the price drops about 
which she’s been reading in the papers. 


So the Banking Committee has voted to put 
its detectives on the trail of the highbinders who 
cheat the farmers with one hand and the house- 
wives with the other. 

At wholesale levels all foods are down dras- 
tically from their all-time high; at retail they’ve 
dropped only a little, and Sen. Burnett R. May- 
bank, of South Carolina, intends to learn why. 
Even so one New York City grocery chain has 
cut the price of porterhouse steak to 59 cents a 
pound, sirloin to 55 and hamburger to 43. An- 
other now is selling a standard brand of oleo- 
margarine for 33 cents a pound. 

If these prices spread across the country, Sen. 
Maybank may not have much left to investigate. 


And now let us-consider the plight of Ralph S. 
Trigg, youngish-looking chief of the Agriculture 
Departmeht’s production and marketing admin- 
istration, which buys food under the price-sup- 
port law. 

How come, demanded Sen. James P. Kom, of 
Missouri, he hadn’t been buying any of the cattle 
flooding into Midwestern markets and forcing 
down the price until] farmers couldn’t even afford 
to feed ’em? 

Trigg gulped. But he stood his ground and 
said cattle prices still were far above support 
levels. So under the law he can’t buy them. 


Everybody, Democrat and RepuBlican 
alike, jumped on Trigg.. -Chairman Elmer 
Thomas, of Oklahoma, wondered if he was 
aware that an “alarming” break in com- 
modity prices was occurring now. Trigg said 
he was, but he wasn’t alarmed. He said it 
Was no recession; just an adjustment. 


And then the boys got him into an exposi- 


tion of the Government’s purchases of meat in. 


Argentina and Mexico. Sen. Clinton P. Ander- 
son, of New Mexico, who used to be Secretary 
of Agriculture, came to his rescue. Sen. Ander- 
son said it was the same lawmakers now com- 
plaining about the low price of beef who passed 
the law last year forcing the Government to buy 
abroad its meat for European relief. 

By then everybody was sore. I went to lunch. 
Beef stew at the Senate restaurant, with a mini- 
mum of beef and that largely gristle, still was 
85 cents per small plate. Hey, Sen. Maybank? 
Where you going to begin that investigation?

On Inauguration Day, soon after President Truman had kissed the Book and delivered his ora- 
tion, I walked through the thin remaining wisps of the great crowd, back toward the Congres- 
sional Hotel behind the two House office buildings. I had been out on the plaza since nine, sitting 
on a pine bench in the cold, pecking out a running story with fingers so numb that they felt as 
though they had been needled with novocain. It was always my practice on the sport side to be 
there early for a heavyweight championship fight or Army-Navy or Army-Notre Dame game, not 
only to forfend any mixup concerning seats in the press coop or the wire, but for a temperamental 


reason. 

Watching the crowd come, sometimes picking 
up the names of some of the early people, and 
watching the photographers on their tower haul 
up their tools on ropes, like cliff-dwellers, is an 
interesting phase of the assignment. In the great 
aggregate people are the vast crowd or the gala 
turnout. But seen in the innocence apart as they 
grope their way in they are are individuals, 
confused and anxious whether they will find 
their seats already taken or find themselves be- 
hind obstructions at the great moment. 


In the background of my thoughts a 
little reminder kept warning me now, that 
if it should happen, don’t lose your head 
but sit tight and write it as you see it. 
A few words at a time. Fast. Never mind 
whether sentences ripple. Never mind 
pear-shaped figures of speech. Don’t for- 
get verbs.. Never mind punctuation. Desk 
will do that. 


As I was walking to the Congressional Hotel 
between the swearing-in at 12:35 and the pa- 
rade later, banging my typewriter box against 

knees as in the old days ir sport, I found 


the West Pointers, the United States Corps of 


Cadets, waiting in the street and on down the 
slope, to march in the big parade. They were 
big fellows at the head end of the line. Great, 
handsome, perhaps a little overly prideful fel- 
lows, jiggling in the cold, their capes blowing, 
their shoes making a clatter like hooves on the 
pavement.

In my day doing West Point football in the 
era of wonderful nonsense, there were some 
fine officers on the football establishment. I 
particularly liked a young lieutenant, a cavalry 
soldier, named Clovis Byers. Later I was to read 
of. him as a brigadier on some Pacific island, 
our first general to be Wounded, I believe. 


A few days ago I read that Gen. Byers was 
the commander of the parachute soldiers who 
bailed out of a disabled plane in a hurried jump 
at Fort Bragg which was such a startling exam- 
ple of discipline and bravery that our people 
caught their breath in admiration. On that, I 
wrote Gen. Byers a note of congratulation, re- 
calling old days and inquiring about a young 
man who had been a line coach at West Point. 
I had heard he: was lost in the Pacific war.

When most of us say “discip- 
line” we are really thinking 
“punishment.” Yet, in most 
cases, the best sort of discipline 
isn’t punishment at all. It’s an 
atiempt to find ways of helping 
a child act so that he enjoys 4o- 
ing the things that he should 
be doing. That’s the positive 
slant on discipline. 

Here’s an example that may 
help develop the idea. Johnny, 
4, was fascinated by all the in- 
teresting things in and on his 
mother’s dressing table. On 
several occasions he turned 
things topsy-turvy and was 


soundly spanked for it. Yet the | 


fascination persisted. 

Finally, Johnny’s mother 
tried another tact. She asked 
him to help her put the various 
pieces of costume jewelry and 
other dressing table doodads 
away in small boxes, which she 
fitted into the drawers. At the 
same time she let him play with 
some of the things. Johnny be- 
came the Lord High Caretaker 
of the Dressing Table and, 
though he always had access to 
it, never again messed things 
up as he had earlier. 

In similar ways we parents 
should look for the positive 
slant on situations calling for 
discipline. It’s not always easy 
to find, but results are so good 
that’s it’s well worth going

Another case in which crime 
failed to pay is recorded in the 
current offering. South commit- 
ted two glaring sins and re- 
ceived his just punishment on 
both counts. 


His first step in the wrong 
direction was the opening bid of 
one no trump. The fact that his 
hard was not distributed 4-3->-3 
was not an objection, for with 
the proper high card holdings, 
no trump opening »ids may and 
should be made with 4-4-3-2 and 
5-3-3-2 distributions. The objec- 
ticn to the bid is that the hand 
is too strong for a »ne no trump 
opening. The range of such bids 
is specifically from 16 to 19 and 
this hand has a point count of 
20. It is not quite strong enough 
for an opening bid of two no 
trump, for which a minimum of 
22 points must be held. These 
“in betweens” hands should be 
opened with one of a suit with 
the intention of jumping in no 
trimmp next round. 


Had South bid one Club, 
North would have responded 
with 1 Spade after which he 
could have jumped the bid in 
no trump. West would then no 
doubt have opened a Diamond 
and the hand would have “play- 
ed itself.” 

On the bidding as it actually 
took place, West elected to open 
the 3 of Spades. With greed in 
his heart and no regard for 
safety, declarer ducked in dum- 
my, on the theory that West 
must be leading from some- 
thing. He looked forward to 
taking a flock of Spade tricks.

Scuth won with the King, and 
it required no stroke of genius 
to see that the Spade suit held 
forth no future for the defense. 
Seuth therefore shifted to the 10 
of Hearts, and since declarer 
could transact no business while 
the Ace of Clubs was out 
agdinst him, the contract went 
on the rocks for two tricks. 


It is declarer’s first duty to 
insure the contract and not un- 
til such time should he concern 
himself with such trivia as over- 
tricks. By taking the Ace of 
Spades and driving out the Ace 
of Clubs immediately, nine 
tricks can be counted. The dan- 
ger of a shift to Hearts should 
have been apparent. 

Had this hand been played in 
a match point duplicate there 
might have been some mild ex- 
cuse for declarer’s attempt to 
score extra tricks which weigh 
so beavily in that type of con- 
test. But even there his strategy 
would be open to. criticism. 
Having been fortunate enough 
not to have to contend with a 
Heart opening, he should capi- 
talize on his good tuck by scor- 
ing up the game. But at rub- 
ber bridge endangering the con- 
tract in the quest for over- 
tricks is a cardinal sin.
